A KlsBOt at the filet of the Dablin 
Preemna's Journal for the l*st days of 

December 18&1, reveal* the fact that 
things were dull enough in that city this 
time fifty years ago. Ireland had not yet 
begun to recover fiom the effects of the 
dread famine years, and the failure of 
'48 atUl weighed dinually oa the 
National tplriU. The heroic sad Intel- 
lect i^al band of younx men who had for 
a little while stirred the embers of 
Nationality to living flame was broken 
up — some, like the l)esl of llieni all, 
Thomas Davis — were (lend, wliile most of 
the rest of the leaders had either been 
transported or gone into exile. Irelami 
was, indeed, a little better than "a corp' t- 
on the dissecting table," as Gavau DulTy 
styled her when he too gsve np hope and 
sailed for Australia four years later. The 
apathetic condition of the oonntiywas, 
naturally enough manifest in the capital 
also; and although the conventional round 
of arauseiiients that is part of the life of 
all great cities never ceased, the majority 
of the citizens, somehow, took their 
pleasures sadly enough. The castle and 
garrison sets, of course, having a life 
apart altogether from the majority of the 
paople, enjoyed themselTcr to the top of 
their bent, just as If they were residing 
in the gay capital of a proaperous nation, 
instead of in that of a country that 
seemed going steadily and surely down 
into the abyss of national ruin and de- 
cay. I-ortiinately this castrophe did not 
overtake the old land, which, thank 
heaven, has marvelous powers of recup- 
eration; but to the people of half a 
•enttiry ago the fatw sss m s t i to bold a» 
promise of anything save disaster for 
.thcmaalves and the country. The Celts 
^mad to the "Times" to be gone "with 
a vengeance"— and in truth, was the 
fact; but the remnant left in Ireland, 
however, was sufficiently visible, as 
events have amply proved, to hold the 
country for the Celtic race, and to givt- 
the smug Saxon, who fondly thought 
that "48 had settled everything satis- 
fatorily for him, no end of trouble; a 
state of affairs which shows no signs of 
waning at the present time, but on the 
contrary shows avery sympton of grow- 
ing stronger and mofe menacing to Bng- 
lish rule, as the yean roll on. 

The principal political topic dealt with 
in the issue of the Freeman for Decem- 
ber 29, 18')1 , uas the resignation or ex- 
pulsion of Lord I'almerston from the 
Foreign Office, an event which caused 
a big sensation all over Europe, an('. was 
heard of with gratification in Irish Cath- 
olic and Nationalist circles, to whom the 
noble lord's policy was peculiarly dis- 
tasteful. The same issue also contains a 
noticf of the coming inauguration in 
January, of the new Catholie Lord 
Mayor, Mr. John Darcy, who succeeded 
the Right Hon. Benjamin Lee Guinness 
as Chief Magistrate of the city. There 
is also a paragraph announcing the ap- 
proaching retirement of the lion. David 
Plunket from the office of Master of the 
Court of Common Pleas. 

An interesting account of a stag hunt 
of an unusually exciting character, 
which took place on December tl, is 
also reoosded. The Ward Hunt met oo 
this date at Clonee, at which place a 
magnificent stag was unearthed, who, 
after surveying the lie of the country, 
went off in the direction of the Ash- 
bourne roail, followed in the regulation 
time by the pack of hounds and the 
hunting party. The noble quarry crossed 
and recrosied the road several times, 
and then made for Finglas, psssing 
through some demesnes en route. He 
then oossed the Tolka and made straight 
for the city, evidently haeiog faith in 
the "safe security of the streets." His 
pursuers grew gradually less, and he 
took his swift career down the North Cir- 
cular Road, unharassed by hounds or 
men, finally taking refuge in the classic 
thoroughfare which still rejoices in the 
name of Stoneybatter. It must have 
been rather an unusual ending for a stag 
bant even in days when they were held 
in such close proximity to tbe city. 
. In the matter of public entertain- 
menta we find in the amuaeneata col- 
umn announcements of "Oraad Christ 
maa Pantomimes" at both the Theater 
Royal and the Queen's Royal Theater. 
At the former the pantomime was en- 
titled "Bluff King Hal, or Harlec{uin and 
the Charmed Arrow," precede*! by the 
comedy, "Love in a Maze;" while at 
tbe Queen's a melodrama, entitled 
"Hoper," was announced, followed by 
the pantomime, "Harlequin and Sir 
John Palstaff, and the Merry Wivea of 
Windsor." In the issue for December 81 
the principal topid^dealt with at length 
editorially is concerned with a charge of 
proselytism, under investigation at the 
North Dublin Union, a Protestant clergy- 



man - the Rev. Mr. Saunders — having 
been discovered interfering with the re- 
ligions beliefs of some of the Cstholic 
inmatea; and a aomewhat similar case, 
which occurred in the Tuam Workhouse, 
had been dealt with in the Freeman a 
few days previonsly, and a long Ameri- 
can letter is also contained in this issue, 
which deals entirely with the reception 
of Ix)r(l Kossuth, the Hungarian patriot, 
in the I'nited .States. A great number of 
the Irish in America at the time refused 
to take any part in welcoming Kossntl^, 
on account of his having made laudatory 
rderencea to Bngland'a aeaae of right 
and jnstiee, which, iadead, tboae Iridi 
exiles, then as now, had little reason to 
have any faith in. Some patriotic Irish- 
men, however — like Michael Doheny 
and John lilake Dillon — saw in Kossuth 
only the rebel against foreign tyranny in 
his own land, and took part in publicly 
acclaiming one who, like themselves, 
was a refugee. Amongst the principal 
news items is the announcement of the 
appointment of Dr. M'Donnell, S. P. T. 
C D.. as Provost of Dublin University. 

During the year 1851, the Repeal Aa- 
sodation, which had for some time been 
carried oa as .the Catholie and Repeal 
Association, aSjonmed Its meeting sine 
die in the month of March. In the 
mouth of August the Catholic Defense 
Association was formed at a great meet- 
ing in the Rotunda, held to protest 

Sainst the new Ecclesiastical Titles 
11, which was rightly regarded ai a 
violation of the Catholic Relief Act of 
1819. The first meeting of the new As- 
sociation was held in the Mechanics' In- 
stitute on Octolier 17. At the census 
taken in 1851 the returns of the popula- 
tion of the city were: Males, 117,222; 
females, i;r,(;L'.'<; total, 2')4,8')(), being an 
increa.se of 'JJ.rJI on the census of 1811. 
During this year also the Midland Great 
Western railway oj>enefl their service to 
(lalway. Such are a few uf tbe principal 
events and topics which made up the 
life of Dublin nfty years ago.

A msgnifioeat iUnmlnatad address was 

presented to the Right Rev. James A. 
McKaul, Bishop of Trenton, New Jersey, 
on January 2, by Hon. John T. Keating;, 
National President; Hon. James P. Bree, 
National Secretary, and Patrick O'Neill, 
of Philadelphia, National Director of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. The pre- 
sentation took place at the Biahop's resi- 
dent in Trenton, when the olBocrs were 
most cordially welcomed by the right 
reverend gentleman. The address was 
presented on behalf of the order as a 
token of gratitude to Bishop McFaul for 
liis noble efforts in the past in the cause 
of unity in the ranks of the organization. 
National President Keating made the 
presentation speech, which was brief, 
and the Bishop responded, after which 
he prnented each of the officers with his 
photograph as a sonrenir of the hsppy 
occasion. The address, a copy of which 
appears below, is a ver>' beautiful as well 
as a unique and interesting gift. 

The address itself is in the ancient 
Irish text. It is surrounded by an orn;i- 
mental border composed of interlacing 
designs, both lettering and decoration 
being in the style used in the celebrated 
Book of Kelhh In the upper left-band 
corner is a pen-and-ink portrait drawing 
of the Right Reverend Biahop, which is 
a most faithful likeneaa, and in the up- 
per right-hand comer is another pen- 
and-ink drawing of bis cathedral, from a 
photograph. In the lower left-hand and 
right-hand corners arc the the symbol of 
the order and tbe aucieii't Irish harp, 
each surrounded by the shamrock. 

Mer e ly g ia ne e d at, and without close in- 
spection as to details, the address im 
presses one as a work of art. Tbe colors 
used are green, red and gold, with the 
text in black India-ink and the capitals 
rubricated. The pen work ia exquisite 
and capable of m croscopic CMmination 
:is to mistakes and Haws. The blending 
of the emblems, coh.rs and designs, that 
are clear to the Irish heart all over the 
world is in gcHKl taste, harmonious and 
altogether in keeping with the objects of 
the order and the intentions of the givers 
of the address. This, indeed, seems to 
be the first instance of the kind in Amer. 
ica where the designa and artistic ideas 
of the classic age of Ireland have been 
effectively used in an original work, and 
the idea is a happy and successful one, 
in at least this instance. Nothing made 
on vellum coiild lie more attractive to 
the eye oi more pleasing to an educated 
taste than this specimen of the art of 
nUSdern illumination. FoUowiag is a 
copy of the address;

Why is it that so many Catholics, 
while not actttally aahamcd of their 
religion, by their actions show a 

preference for everything non- Cath- 
olic and seem to think no good can 
come out of tbfi old church, but 
that uew ideas and modern, up-to- 
date progretaiveness can be found 
only outside of the pale of the true 
Jiiirch? This tendency is growing 
and if continued may in time per- 
meate the whole body of Catholic 
laymen. 

. It was along these lines and to 
discredit this idea that the brilliant 
lecture delivered by that gifted ora- 
tor, Henry A ustin Adams, last week 
before the Knights of Columbus, was 
given.

A thrill of hope pervaded Bug- 
land for a short period Wednesday 

over a report that King Edward 
had announced that the Boer war 
would soon end, thus verifying the 
prediction of the War Offios. The 
basis of the report is, however, dis- 
couraging. Another draft of 1,200 
men from the Grenadiers, Cold- 
stream and Scots Guards of the 
already depleted home reserve corps 
left for South Africa on Thurs- 
day. In addressing the officers on 
Wednesdsy the Kingssid "the war 
may be regarded as approaching its 
conclusion. ' ' As reinforcements are 
so badly needed in South Africa 
that these men had to be detached 
from three different regiments on 
home duty, the "conclusion" is at 
least not imminent, and his Msjesty 
simply jtdlyiug the hoys along. 



A SUOAR-COATBO PILL. 

' An issue which is likely to csuse 
a serious division in the British 
Cabinet, as well as in political 
parties, is being pushed to the 
fore.* It is the sugar trade in 
which millions of British capital are 
invested on the one hand, and the 
supply and price of sugar to the 
people is invotv«d on the other, and 
the whole question bases on the 
continuation of free trade or the 
departure from this British trade 
policy. Great Britain is the free 
trade mecca of the world, all prod- 
ucts and manufactures being ad- 
mitted free of duty or under reve- 
nue tax, the protcctioa idlsa being 
wlioUy opposed. 

Sugar is the principal product of 
the British West Indies. Owing to 
the oompetitioB of Dutch, German 
and American sugar the West In- 
dies sugar has only the British 
market, and there the foreign sugar 
is driving it oat by reason of lower 
prices and better quality. It is 
claimed that the Dutch and Ger- 
man sugar is sold cheaper because 
uf the &unty paid by the Govern- 
ment, and the American sugar be- 
cause protected from such bounty 
competition by a countervailing 
duty on Dutch and German sugar. 
The result is that the American, 
Dutch and German sugars retain 
their home nuu t ts nnd practically 
divide all foreign markets, leaving 
the West Indks sugar without any 
market. 

The West ' Indies sugar growers 

(British West Indies islands) have 
petitioned the British Cabinet for 
the like protection of a counter- 
vailing duty on foreign sugsrs that 

they may be able to compete and 
retain at least the British market; 
that unless this is granted the West 
Indies sugsr indtxstry will be hope- 
lessly bankrupted. Colonial Secre- 
t£ry Chamberlain favors and will 
urge the granting of the petition. 



but it is believed that the Cabinet 
will refuse, or adopt it by so ckxe a 
vote as to cause a division with 

serious consequences that may tend 
to cevolutionize British trade. 

All branches of Britidi commerce 
and industry are hampered and de- 
pressed by foreign competition the 
world over and in their home mar- 
ket, and the granting •of the peti- 
tion of the sugar industry for a pro- 
tective tariff to minimize or obviate 
foreign competition, will prompt all 
others to demand the ssme protec- 
tion. If the West Indies are given 
special relief, other colonies will in- 
sist upon their varied claims, and 
Great Britain be transformed from 
a free trade to a protective tariff 
basis that, by reason of the extreme 
change of trade basis, may catise 
serious complications and disas- 
trous results to British commercial 
and industrial interests, all of great 
Britain's competitors having the 
advantage of established trade basis, 
and likely to retaliate with counter- 
vailing duties against British prod- 
ucta. 

The issue is the most important 

and far-reaching that has yet arisen 
in the sea of trouble that seems to 
overspread Great Britain, and as 

free trade is the fundamental or 
gospel basis of traffic with the Eng- 
lish, any attempt to abridge or 
depsrt from it is likdy to cause bit- 
ter and general discontent and dis- 
sension that will put all political 
parties at ioggerhca<.ls iti a chaos of 
confusion.

lOTCHBNBR'S PRBBBOOTfiRS. 

I/ird Kitchener, Commander-in- 
Chief in South Africa, has not for 
months reported a "British suc- 
cess." Aside from the occasional 
"British reverse," he furnishes 
weekly reports of "murders of na- 
tives," "brutality to prisoners" 
and the like by the Boers, doubt- 
less with the ptirpose of showing 
some justification for British meth- 
ods under his direction — the con- 
centration camps, destruction of 
private pro p e rty , imprisonment, de- 
portation and execution of non- 
combaUnta as well as prisoners of 
war. But the truth leaks out de 
spite censorship, and the following 
from a Cape Town correspondent of 
the New York World gives some 
idea of the character of the "volun 
teers" and "loyal colonista" in the 
British service and their methods 
of warfare in South Africa. Such 
outlawry and vandalism is in viola 
tion of the articles of wsr, and if 
the Boers capture such marauders 
they are fully justified in summarily 
executing them, although they 
wear the British uniform and are 
commissioned by the British War 
Office. The correspondent says: 

"The little band of troopers fighting 
for Bngland in the Traasvsal and known 
as I/nton's Rons b upHy called 'The 
Forty Thieves' by fdead and foe. I,os- 
ton's a^greKation is probably the most 
peculiar element to the army in South 
Africa. England's war office furnishes the 
equipment of the troopers, which in- 
cludes t«o horses, full uniform, rifle and 
ammnnitioD, but that is all. 

"No one, officer or man, in Loxton's 
Horse draws a cent of pay from the 
British war foods. In lieo of pay the 
corps gels 76 par cent, of the kxH. and if 
what was seta io Jooe in Newcastle was 
any criterion it is a very well paid arm of 
the service. 

"There was then a division of the pro- 
ceeds of their joint earnings for three 
months, and each man's share amsunted 
to a little more than |4,500. The corps 
gave a ball in the town ball to provide 
amusement for itself and itsfrienda, and 
the 100 nea then oomprUng the com- 
mand spent IS.OOO in this cntertatnmeot. 

"Nothing was safe from the rapacity of 
this gay gang, and anything of com- 
mercial value, whether it l>elonged to 
friend or foe, was always brought to 
headquarters. Somelimes the owner 
could recover his property if he could 
show c-oiiclusively his loyslty, but gen- 
erally the animals or goods were sent to 
DurlMn or Pietermaritzbnrg and sold. 
Loxton's Horse well earne<l the nick- 
name, 'The Foity Thieves ' "

It lingered on in pain for seven 
or eight hours and then died.

and killing her outright. She was tbe 
only daughter of Thomas Jones, a gentle- 
man whose family has long been con-

How, Archbishop Keane Ovar- 
came Racial Preju- 
dioa. 



Father O'Callagban, the Paulist, tells 
the following story, illustrating the fear 
lessnees of Arehbishop Kaana of DU' 
buqne: One Sunday, when the Arch 

bishop was Bishop of Richmond, Va., he 
ascended the pulpit and announced that 
on the following Siinday itflernrjon there 
would be a meeting of all colored people 
of Richmond in the Cathedral. The 
then Bishop stated further that he de- 
sired all the colored people, irrespective 
of religious belief, to come to the meet- 
ing, and that he hoped that no white 
persona would' be present The an- 
nouncemant caiised consternation in th« 
church. Racial hatred was as strong 
then as now in the South, end the white 
members of the congregation protested 
I vigorously against the "insult" of having 
"niggers" occupying their pews. Their 
objections were in vain. Bixhop Keane, 
like the apostles of old, recognized not 
the color of ii man's skin, but waa con- 
cerned about the salvation of souls. 
Accordinglv wfien the meeting was 
opened on Sunday the Catholic Cathed- 
ral of Richmopd was crowded with 
colored perso n s. Every negro in the 
town became in^reated and lent his sup- 
I port by being present. Bishop Kesne 
addressed the negrot.s, and on each Sun- 
day succeeding he held meetings for the 
exclusive hctiefit of the colored popula- 
tion The result w.is that at the close of 
a series of weekly lectures lasting a year 
the Bishop bad made 500 converts.

As Parliament will open on Thursday 
the politicians are already gathering in 
London and the air is thick with psrty 
rumora, csbles the New York World's 
special London correepondent. Accord- 
ing to one report the Salisbury Govern- 
ment will invite defeat on the telephone 
acandal aa a convenient method of wash- 
ing its hands of the war and its conse- 
quences. According to another story, it 
is tacitly understood between King Ivl- 
ward and Lord Salisbury that if the war 
ia not finished by the date set for the 
coronation the Marquis of Salisbury will 
resign, whereupon the King will commis- 
sion the Earl of Roeebeiy to form an ad- 
ministration chiefly of Libetalplmperial- 
ists, together with the Duke of Devon- 
shira and the Marquis of Lansdowne, to 
bring the war to an end, and that if this 
Ministry is defeated by the Tory ms- 
jority in the House of Commons the 
King will dissolve Parliament. This 
would be daring interference by the 
King in party politics, but if the war is 
still going on in June the position will 
be desperate enongh to warrant any ex- 
pedient • 

The ntnm of the Iriah party to West- 
minster, in view of Chief Secretsry 
Wyndham's revival of coercion, is looked 
forward to with decided apprehension. 
The Irish j)arty is the only p<ilitical party 
now perfectly united. John Redmond, 
who was elected Chairman last year as a 
measure of expediency, has been re- 
elected this year with every evidence of 
sincere enthusiasm. The coercion prose- 
cutions seem to have supplied that touch 
of fire to the party which haa revived -the 
old fierce fighting apirit Not that the 
Irish memban contemplate an>thing in 
the nature of aeenes or disinrbancee in 
Parliament. On thecontr.<ry, their policy 
will be one of quiet vigilance and activ- 
ity, which experience has shown them to 
be the most effective for thi ir ] iirpose. 

Wyndham is being ur^i ntU j n ^stdto 
proclaim the United Irish League an 
illegal combination, thus transforming 
its 200,000 membera into criminals. But 
Wyndham does ncil hanker after trouble 
of that kind, and the Oovamment policy 
is to minimise the Irish trouble until the 
South African republics are conquered. ' 

No one knows absolutely yet whether 
Col. Arthur Lynch intends to venture to 
take his seat for Galway or not. The 
authorities assert that he will t>e prose- 
cuted for treason felqny if he sets foot 
here, and iu the present stete of feeling 
it would need very little evidence to con- 
vince an English jury that any Iriabmau 
of Nationalist pOUtica deserves pensl 
servitude for life. 

Imperial German Chancellor Von Bue- 
low's stinging rebuke of Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamt)erlain for the aspersion the 
Litter cast on the German army has 
created the bitterest resentment here. 
But with her army marooned in South 
Africa, England has to grin and bear 
such humilistion. Rarely has a Minister 
been placed in such a contemptible posi- 
tion as Chamberlain ia now in, yet, 
although his ooUaagnea are fnlly con- 
scions of his perilous methods, they fear 
him personally. He will tolerate no 
interference, and is firmly convinced that 
the haired he excites abroad is a tribute 
to bis greatness. It is now believed that 
King Edward will find some excuse for 
not sending the Prince of Wales to con- 
gratulate the Kaiser on his birthday. 
The German official statement that the 
Prince was not invited by the Kaiser 
until the King suggested it waa suffi- 
ciently galling, but the Chancellor's cas- 
tigation of the most prominent British 
&llnister renders the visit impracticable. 

THE POPE'S JUBILEE. 

A movement for the fitting celebration 
of the pontifical silver jubilee of Pope 
Leo XIII., which will take place this 
year, is now on foot in all parte pf the 
world. Elaborate preparations for the 
coming celebration are already making 
in Europe and will soon be begun ic this 
country. Copies of the appeal issued 
have been rc«ieived by Archbiidiop Corri- 
gan, in New York.
